[Explanations] 

The inventions of claims 1-9, 12, 13, 16 and 18 do not appear to be novel or involve 
an inventive step based on the description in document 1. Document 1 describes using, as a 
negative electrode material, an Si-Ag-O compound oxide or a compound oxide further 
compounded with a lithium, and describes a compound having a specific component ratio. It 
also describes that a compound oxide may be formed into noncrystalline. 

The inventions of claims 1,2, 6-9, 12, 13, 16 and 18 do not appear to be novel or 
involve an inventive step based on the descriptions in documents 2 and 3. Documents 2 and 
3 respectively describe that various noble metals are contained in a silicon oxide, and further 
describe that the oxide may be noncrystalline. 

The inventions of claims 10, 1 1 , 14, 15 and 17 do not appear to involve an inventive 
step based on the descriptions in documents 1-3 and documents 4 and 5. As described in 
documents 4 and 5, for providing a negative electrode material, roughening a surface of a 
power collecting member into a specific condition, and capability of using PVD and CVD as 
a layer forming method are merely well-known matters before claiming the priority of the 
present application.
